In juftice to my officers and fhip’s company, I cannot omit 
faying, that they difcovered a very high degree of ardour and 


{pirit in coming up with the enemy, and, during the whole of 


this affair, behaved in fuch a manner as merits my efteem and 
approbation. 
The following is a lift of the prizes, part of the French con- 
voy, taken by Vice- Admiral Barrington’s fquadron, which 
have arrived at Portfmouth or Plymouth, Jince the four 
mentioned in laf?

The bill for reftraining Sir ‘Thomas Rumbold and Mr Perryn from

The Lord Advocate obferved, that the’ framers of it had adhered as. 
clofely as poffible to that which had been brought in for locking up the 
eflates of the perfons concerned in the South-Sea Company icheme; 
but as there was fome difference between the prefent cafe, and that of 
the parties concerned in the South-Sea, he found himfelf obliged to’ 
propofe a neceffary claufe to it. In the one tafe, the property of the 
perfons, who were the objects of the bill, lay all‘in England; in the 
prefent cafe, a part of it was probably in India: In order therefore to 
difcover this, he moved for leave to bring in a claufe, which fhould 
compel the parties to deliver in an account of their property upon oath, 
to the Chief Baron of the Exchequer; and to authorife the Mayor's 
Court at Calcutta to examine people upon oath touching the fame ; and, 
as a reward to thofe who fhould difcover any concealed effeéts, he pro- 
pofed to allow them gl. per cent. on all they fhould difcover. Leave 
being given to bring up the claufe, and the Chairman having read it, 

Sir Thomas Rumbold objeéted to the claufe, as fubjecting him to very 
unedbmmon hardthips. The bill before them in the Committee, he 
faid, might well be called,a punifhment, as it went to lock up his pro- 
perty, and prevent him from alienating any part of it, if he fhould 
ftand in need of it: It went alfo to compel him to give an account up- 
on oath, of all he was worth in the world; this furely was a punith- 
ment ; yet he had not been permitted to make any defence to avert it. 
This might be called juftice; but se could not call that jattice, which 
inflided punifhment on a man before he had been heard in his defence. 
He laid his claim therefore to a hearing, and faid he would prefent a 


‘ petition, praying to be heard by his counfel againft the bill. There 


was another thing om which he thought it neceflary to fay a few. words: 
It had been induftrionly reported abroad, that a great part of his pro- 
perty lay in foreign funds; he moft folemnly declared, that*he had not 
fixpenny-worth of property in Europe, except in Great Britain; nor 
had he any property in China, as fome people imagined; there was 
fore in India; but when he thould give in his account upor oath, the 
Houfe would find that his wealth had been greatly exaggerated. As 
the whole of his property therefore lay within the dominions of Great 
Britain, there could be no oceafion for impofing upon him conditions 
that would fabjecét him.to perpetual imprifonment. He was to be bound 
in 100,600 1. not to leave the kingdom; amd to find two fureties in 
59,0001. each. With refpeét to the fum in which he was himfelf to 
be bound, he had no objeétion to it; he did not care if it was greater 3: 
but prejudices having been raifed againft him, he could not find two 
perfons who would be bound for him in the funr demanded of them; 
becaufe his property being in fo very préearions a fituation, it was not 
in his power td indemnify. then’. And indeed, when he confidered 
that the Houfe knew he was poflefled-of a very confiderable real eftate 
im-this kingdom, which, were he fo inclined, he could pot dt-preferit 
alienate ; he could not but think that he was hardly dealt! by,” as-it 
could not be fuppofed that he would renounce his property. and his coun- 
try, as he had no reafon to think, that though he fhould even be found 
‘guilty of the charges brought againft him, the pecuniary - punifhment 
that might be laid upon him would-come up to any thing near the va- 
Foe of his real eftates.
